| Canberra, showing its true form late in the

| with a fighting 2-1 victory over Sydney Olympic 
in Canberra. 

It was a thoroughly entertaining and exciting game. 

Jt was fast and hard and Canberra showed determination and 
total commitment. 

This allowed them to shade the younger and speedier Sydney 
Olympic. : 
| Yet, despite incessant attacks from both sides, the first 45 
minutes saw a blank score sheet. 

Canberra, however, just 60 seconds from the break were 
unlucky. 

Gary Byrne latched onto a squared pass and f-2m the edge of 
the penalty area blasted a shot through a goalmouth packed 
with players into the net. : 

The crowd roared ‘goal’ but Adelaide referee, Don Camp- 
bell, was not impressed and rightly whistled for offside against 
Canberra’s Tony Brennan. 
| But a goal had to come — and come it did just 10 minutes 
into the second half. 

Canberra attacked down the middle and when Don MacLa- 
ten shot from close-range Olympic’s goalkeeper, Gary Meier, 
i did well to block the shot. 

Luckily for Canberra, the ball bounced back to the feet of 
George Christopoulos and also from close range he fired the 
ball along the ground into the empty net. 

Then followed a half of feverish excitement. 

Olympic showed their fighting qualities by drawing level nine 
minutes later — in the 59th minute. 

They forced a free kick on the left flank on the edge of the 
penalty area. 

It was taken superbly by Peter Katholos whose well-flighted 
centre saw big Ken Wilson out-head Canberra’s Michael 
Milovanovie and place his header into the roof of the net. 

Olympic then replaced George Akoutass with Mark Koussas 
but Koussas was well contained, 

In fact, Canberra had missed two superb chances to go 
further ahead before the decider finally came just six minutes 
from the final whistle. : 

Admittedly, Ian Gibson. was unlucky. when his shot beat 
Meier only-to-hit the crossbar in the 64th minute but minutes 
later Don MacLaren missed a simple.opportunity from close- 
range: when he mis-kicked a superb cross. from Steve Bryant. 

Gibson: was. also to fire wide as Canberra. searched for the 
winner. 

The man who: made. the goal was Canberra’s man-of-the- 
match, Steve: Bryant. He beat his defender superbly and then 
unselfishly squared the ball to the unmarked Ian Purdie whose 
shot from eight metres whipped into the-roof of thé net: 

For Canberra big George Christopoulos and Gary Byrne also 
had fine games. with Peter Raskopoulos and Graham Jennings 
doing equally well for Sydney Olympic. 2 

Jt-was a great — one. to remember. 

The result couldn't have been better for Canberra’s fans and. 
the final crowd of the season was at least more respectable for it 
pushed above: the 2,000 mark.

IMPROVE REFEREEING 


With all the talk about importing Brazilian 
coaches to teach our youngsters to play 
“Brazilian style’, | believe the people 
advocating this theory are completely on the 
wrong track.

However, this alone is NOT the key to 
successful Australian Soccer. 

When one complaint is levelled at our sport 
week after week, it is THAT complaint, or 
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vestigated. That common denominator is 
NOT players tack of skill, it is NOT poor 
spectator facilities, it is NOT Soccer's ethnic 
Ke it_is quite simply the STANDARD OF 

FEREEING. 

There must be some very serious flaws in a 
system where week in, week out, referees are 
escorted frorn Soccer grounds by our “boys- 
in-blue’. 

Soccer will NEVER progress while referees 
are “set up” for those matches that involve a 
need for bettet training and more sensible 
allocation of officials. A referee should never 
expect to be loved by supporters of a tearm, 

~ but can’t something be dpne to make the 
officials’ life a little bes controversial? 

My suggestion is to gather up all the money 
that certain \ people want to spend on Brazilian 
Coaches and use it to set up a training package 
for referees. Alternatively, use the money to 
import officials who have had the experience 
of handling top overseas matches. The be- 
nefit of the latter suggestion is that no referee 
could be accused of favouritism!

Confrontation of the two 
best schools of Soccer - Eu- 
ropean, which dominates in 
physical training as well as 
tactical discipline, and Sou- 
th America, relying on ex- 
cellent technique - ought to 


lead to the establishment of © 


the best training methods 
to combine. the above- 
mentioned qualities. 

Presumiptions concerning 
team-work and tactics tend 
to be leading in the direc- 
tion of compact subordina- 
tion to team ‘leaders’. This 
is a crucial step in develop- 
ing the tactics of offensive 
play which was initiated 
during the 1974 World 
Cup, fully developed in 
1978, and used by the best 
teams in Espana ‘82. 

The effective play of Ita- 
ly, West Germany, Poland 
and France lies in carrying 
into effect the concept of 
subordination of tactical 
team play to ‘leaders’ - brii- 
liant players of a high- 
standard level of profes- 
sional skills. This is the 
basic ingredient in creating 
great Soccer teams today. 

It may be said that offen- 
sive play was performed by 
most teams competing in 
Espana "82, but was the 
expected ‘development in 
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offensive tactics achieved? 
There were matches where 
offensive play was reduced 
by tactical presumptions in 
playing cautiously with the 
idea ‘don’t lose’, eg. Italy - 
Poland 0-0 match. These 
games resembled a ‘chess 
championship’, where 


multi-passing. positions of 
attack dominated. 

Many teams considered 
theoretically as not very 
mighty gave top priority to 
offensive style of play (eg. 
Algeria). Brilliant, effec- 
tive and emotional football 
was played in second round 
matches Italy - Argentina 
(2-1)), Poland - Belgium (3- 
% France - Nth Ireland (4- 
1) and Italy - Brazil (3-2), 


and particularly in the 
semi-final between West 
Germany and France — fil- 
led with fight, finesse and 
drama.

Speed, dynamics in of- 
fensive actions, ision, 
ability to regulate the rate 
of play, improvisation of 
offensive actions, variety of 
tactics, ability to delegate 
the responsibility of each 
player, high level of techni- 
cal, psychological and phys- 
ical training were. all there 
to impress even eminent 
experts in the art of playing 
Soccer. 

However, it seemed ap- 
parent that the concept of 


controlling the game partly 
deprived teams of effective- 
ness of play, eg. Boniek’s 
absence in the Poland-Italy 
semi-final, of Rummenig- 
ge’s when West Germany 
met France (where he was 
held back to extra-time and 
turned the match around 
for a German victory). 
The increasing tendency 
of making the outstanding 
player responsible for the 
team’s tactics was charac- 
teristic of European teams, 
particularly Germany, Ita- 
ly, France and Poland — 
England, Austria and 


USSR to a lesser extent. 
On the offensive side, 
‘leaders’ were responsible 
for specific strategic tasks, 
particularly for their co- 
ordination; and in defence 
they had precise control of 
the team members. 

Balancing of the two 
basic stages of play (de- 
fence and attack) was notic- 
able in the better teams, 
and they constantly tended 
to impose their own 
concepts of offensive tactics 
on opponents instead of 
concentrating on neutralis- 
ing them. 

‘The digital discription of 
play systems (4-3-3 or 44- 
2) is becoming outdated. 
The modern style of play 
should be described as a 
system of flexible situation- 
al concentration of players 
and mictoral co-ordination 
in action. 

Italy’s manager Enzo 
Bearzot showed how the 
best players’ abilities 
‘should be used in order to 
create the great Soccer 
team. The greatest attribu- 
tes of the Italian team are; 

© outstanding effective-

Most of the 1982 series 
matches were conducted 
offensively; for 52 matches 
145 goals were scored - an 
average of 2.78 per game. 


This is much higher than 
the average for the 
previous World Cup.
